The meeting was called to order with Mayor Miller presiding.

Church, 1507 Wilshire Boulevard.

Councilman Pearson moved that the Minutes of the Meeting of December 22,
1958, be approved.

The Council held public hearing on a proposed increase in the minimum
bills for water and light. The Eity Manager reported on a study made and on
the findings of this study in that the present minimuw rates were not covering
the costs of reading the meters, billing and collecting. His recommendation was
to set a rate for the ninimum as follows:

Water $1.00
Water & Sewer 1.25
Electric i.00
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MR. AMOS HEROLD spoke in opposition to any increase in the minimum charges,
stating he had no proof that the present charge was insufficient to pay for the
services; that the city did not pay interest on deposits; and that an increase

in minimm charge would be a hardship on owners of vacant rental properties on
which they paid the utilities. It being 11:00 A.M. and hearings on zoning
applications having been advertised for that time, the Council opened the meeting
for public hearings on zoning mstters. Councilman Long moved that the zoning
hearings be recessed for ten minutes to complete the hesring on the water rate.
The motion, seconded by Councilmen White, carried by the following vote:

MR, DAVID CARSON expressed opposition to increasing the minimum rate as
it would affect people in the very low income brackets. MR. C. T. JOHNSON pro-
tested. a minimum rete increase also. The City Manager explained that the
minimm rate would affect customers owning cemp houses on the lake, warehouses,
and very few customers using the minimum amount only. MR. T. L. RYLANDER, 4u403
Avenue A, opposed sn increase as submitted. He reported a case where a family
had been cut off from water. Mr. Rylander was asked to report the name and
address to the City Mansger to check. ILater on in the meeting, Councilman
Palmer moved that the minimum rates be changed as recommended by the City
Manager. The motion, seconded by Councilman White, carried by the following
vote: :

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to sald
Charles C. Madden Company, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewslk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the northwest corner of the above described property;
thence in a westerly direction at right angles to the center line
of Congress Avenue to a point 12 feet west of the east curb line;
thence in a southerly direction and parallel to the center line of
Congress Avenue spproximstely 23 feet to a point; thence in an
easterly direction and at right angles to the center line of
Congress Avenue to the southwest corner of the above described

property.

2. THAT the privileges and allotment of space are granted to the said
Charles C. Madden Company, hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon the following
express terms and conditions:

(1) That the Contractor shall construct a 4-foot walkway within the
outer boundaries of the above described working space, such walkway to be
protected on each side by a Buard rall at least 4 feet high and substantially
braced and anchored, and without wood strips or obstructions of any kind along
the pavement within the walkway, and at any time fn the opinion of the City
officials it becomes necessery for any reason to install a board flooy within
the walkwsy, the Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector
immediately place such a wood floor and substantially support same to prevent
sagging under load.

(2) 'That the Contractor is permitted to comstruct in his working space g
substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use, and
at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a person at
this gate to warn pedestriens and vehicles of approaching trucks. This gate is
not to open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working

space.

(4) That "No Parking"signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades. ‘
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(5) That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such allotted working space provided such work offiice is not
within 25 feet of any corner street intersection.

(6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7) That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be repponsible for any damege
done due to cbstruction of any such storm water.

(8) 'That the Comtractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting systems for all tunnels.

(9) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the gidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than March 15, 1959.

(10) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of
additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demsnd it.

(11) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant re-
serves the right to enter amnd occupy any part or all of said space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) That eny public utility, or public or private property disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for seid building projects, whether done by the
Contractor, City Forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired
at the Contractors expense.

(13) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000) which shall -protedt, indemnify
Bnd hold harmless the City of Austin from sny cleims or dsmages t0O eny person
or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
exercise or sbuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of
Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all
other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the
construction work and shall further gusrantee the construction of a walkway
and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

(1) That the Contractor shall erect wlithin the above described working
space a solid fence build of not less than one-inch material and at least 8
feet in height (or extending from the sidewalk to the underside of the present
awning) substantially braced and anchored and to maintain same in good condition
at all times while the work 1s #n progress. The Contractor will be permitted
to put a door in the barricade that will either open in or slide parallel to
the barricades, and at all times that material is being delivered or taken a.way
from the building, a watchman shall be provided to warn pedestrians of approach-
ing danger. The Contractor will alsc be permitted to use 2 parking meter spaces
immediately in front of the entrance in the barricade for the delivery of re- -
moval of materials during construction work.

(2) That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space
a substantial gate which shall be kept closed at &ll times when not in use,
and at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall meintain a person
at this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks. This
gate 1s not to open out 30 as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of bhe allotted working

space.

() That "No Parking 8igns shall be placed on the street side of the.
barricades.

{5) That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such allotted wokking space provided such work office is not
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within 25 feet of any corner street intersection.

(6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7) Thet provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gulter and the Contractor will he responsible for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm wster.

(8) That the Contractor shall place on the outside'corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting systems for all tunnels.

(9) 'That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than Merch 15, 1959.

(10) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein grented or to require the erection or installation of
additional barriers om safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(11) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclugive as against public needs, and the City, in msking such grant
reserves the right to enter and occupy any part of all of sald space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for said building projects, whether done by the
Contractor, City Forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired
at the Contractors expense.

(13) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000) which shall protedt, indemnify
and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to any person
‘or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of
Austin and shall guarsntee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all
other public property and public utilities digturbed or removed during the
Construction work and shall further guarantee the comstruction of a walkway
and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

Councilman White offered the followlng resolution and moved its adoption:
(RESOLUTION)

WHEREAS, Rex D. Kitchens Construction Company is the Contractor for the
addition of a building located at 1006 Lavaca Street and desires a portion of
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the sidewalk and street space abutting Lots 7, 8, and 9, Block 126, of the
Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the addition of the
building, such space to be used in the work and for the storage of materials
therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCILOOF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumersted be granted to said
Rex D. Kitchens Construction Compeny, the boundary of which is described as
follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the southeast corner of the above described property;
thence in an easterly direction and at right angles to the center
line of Iavaca Street to the face of the west curb line, and that
~is in a northerly direction and parallel with the center line of
Lavaca Street approximately 82 feet to a point; thence in a
westerly direction and at right engles to the center line of
Lavaca Street to the east line of the above described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of spece are granted to the
said Rex D. Kitchens Construction Company, hereinafter termed "Contractor",
upon the following express terms and comfditions:

(1) That the Contractor shall construct a U4-foot walkway within the
outer boundaries of the above desgcribed working space, such walkway to be
protected on each side by a guard rail at least 4 feet high and substantially
braced and anchored, and without wood stiips or obstructions of any kind along
the pavement within the walkwey, and at any time in the opinion of the City
officials it becomes necessary for any reason to install a board floor within
the walkway, the Contractor shall upon nobtice from the Building Inspector
impediately place such a wood floor and substantially support same to prevent
sagging under load.

(2) Thst the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space
a substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use, amnd
at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a person at
this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approsching trucks. This gate
is not to open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working

space.

(4) That "No Parking" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades.

(5) That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such allotted working space provided such work office is not
within 25 feel of any corner street intersection.

(6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public ubilities in the construction of such barricades.
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(7) 'That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any dsmage
done due to obstruction of_any such storm water.

(8) That the Contractor shell place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
gnd provide lighting systems for all tunmels.

(9) Thet the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, snd in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructicns shall be removed not
later than August 1, 1959.

(10) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation
of additional barriers or safeguards if conditions demand it.

(11) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as againat public needs, and the City, in making such grant re-
gserves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space eny time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the comstruction work for said building projects, whether done by the
Contractor, City Forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired
at the Contractors expense.

(13) That the Contractor Bhall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) which shall protect, indemnify
and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to any person
or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
exercise or gbuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of
Austin and shall gusrantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all
other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the
construction work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkwsy
and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

Mayor Miller brought up the following ordinance for its second reading:

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING THAT CERTAIN ORDINANCE PASSED

JULY 17, 1941, AND RECORDED IN ORDINANCE BOOK "L",
PAGES 152-17hk, INCIUSIVE, OF THE ORDINANCE RECORDS
OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN, WHICH ORDINANCE WAS AMENDA-
TORY OF THAT CERTAIN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING ZONING
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REGULATIONS AND DISTRICTS IN ACCORDANCE WITH A
COMPREHENSIVE FLAN PASSED BY THE CITY COUNCIL,
ATRIL 23, 1931, AND RECORDED IN BOOX "I, PAGES
301-318, INCLUSIVE, OF THS ORDINANCE RECORDS OF
THE CITY OF AUSTIN, THE AMENDATORY ORDINANCE HERE-
BY CHANGING THE USE DESIGNATION FROM "D" INDUSTRIAL
DISTRICT TO “"C-1" COMMERCIAL DISTRICT ON LOT 22,
PAUL SIMMS ADDITION; ORDERING A CHANGE IN THE USE
MAPS SO AS TO RECORD THE CHANGE HEREBY ORDERED;
AND SUSPENDING THE RULE REQUIRING THE READING OF
ORDINANCES ON THREE SEPARATE DAYS.

The ordinance was read the second time and Councilman Palmer moved that
the rule be suspended and the ordinance passed to its third reading. The
motion, seconded by Councilman White, carried by the following vote:

The ordinsnce wes read the third time and Councilman Palmer moved that
the ordinance be finally passed. The motion, seconded by Councilman White,
carried by the following vote:

The Mayor announced that the ordinance had been finally passed.

The Council had under study THOROUGHFARE STANDARDS that had been develop-
ed from a recommendation of the Flanning Consultant, a study of the Planning
Commission; and a review and study by the City Manager, Director of Public Works,
Traffic Engineer and Legal Department. MR. DAVID BARROW, Chairmen of the Plan-
ning Commission, went over the present recommendation in detail, and the City
Manager made explanation of his recommendation. MR. DOAK RAINEY, member of the
Planning Commission, stated he saw no advantage in 80-90- or 100' right-of-way
in residential areas over a 75'. The only advantage over a T5' right-of-way in
a residential area would be the 120' street where there was controlled access.
After detailed discussions, the Mayor stated the Council would take this under
study.

The Council rose in memory of MR. JOE BOWLES, who had been employed by
the City since 1911 and retired in 1941, and was deceased December 22, 1958.
A Resolution of commemoration was adopted and a copy ordered sent to his family,
and a page set aside in the Minutes.

The City Manager reported on a contract for T-hangars at the Airport and
the delay by the coantractor in getting the work finighed by the required time.
He stated around $5,000 had been withheld from final payment of the work, and
the contractor had applied to the Council for waiver of the penalty, and had
submitted his reasons for delay. The Assistant Public Works Director went over
the letter and reasons in detail. The City Manager stated there had been a loss
of rentals to the City in the amount of $5,000. It was stated that the reason
the contractor had.brought this before the Council was that the bonding company
had insisted that he do so. The City Manager stated as it stood now, the City
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had lost rental of the hangars. He said up to now he had not talked with the
contractor himself as the matter had been carried on through the department,
but that he wowld contact him. (ﬁjgf%}

The City Manager submitted a proposel of the BROWNINGS to build a hangar
at the airport 42x120 to house two twin engine planes. His recommendation was
to lease the raw land and permit the Brownings to construct the hangar. He
stated Colonel MURPHY had made quite a study of ground remtals similar to this
request, and it was the recommendation that four cents a square foot would be
s fair rental for the space, which in this case would amount to sbout $18.00 a
month for the ground. He went into some of the terms of a contract that would
be drawn up stating the lease would be for 15 years, and two five year options.
Councilmen Long and Pearson inquired sbout a straight charge of $25.00 per
month. The City Mesnager recommended that in the fubture that instead of building
these T-hangars and putting out $100,000 for which $1,000 a month was received
in rent, that the land be leased and the lessee build the hangars, and the City
receive ground rental plus taxes. The Council took no formsal action this week,
and the matter was pogtponed until next week.

The City Manager stated the representative for WILLIAMSON COUNTY WATER
DISTRICT NO. 1 had asked to come in and talk with the Council. The City Manager
had recommended against a contract with Williamson County Water District No. 1.
The Council set this for hearing next Thursday at 10:30 A.M.

The City Manager submitted two separate sheets for taking bids on the
Power Plant on power piping and power wiring--(1) taking separate bids and s
possible combined bid and (2) combined single bid for the whole job. He stated
the Consultants had suggested that the bid form include some prequelificsations
on the power piping. Copies of the two proposals are to be sent to the Council
members.

Councilmen Palmer moved that permission for certain improvements on
lake Austin be granted, subject to the approval of Councilmen White and the
Director of Public Works, to the following epplicants:
